London, June 30.—The thirteenth

the premier, regretting his inability to 
receive the deputation. 


Angrily throwing the letter on the 


ground, Mrs. Pankhurst exclaimed: 
"I stand on. my rights'as the King's 
subject to enter the house of com- 
mons," and she endeavored to force 
an entrance. 


The police tried to Induce the wom- 


en to disperse quietly, and then be- 
gan to take the members of the depu- 
tations by the arms to lead them 
away. 
To the surprise of the spec- 


tators Mrs. Pankhurst slapped In- 
spector Jarvls in the face, knocking 
his cap in the mud. There were cries 
of "shame," and "several of the spec- 
tators told the" suffragette leader that' 
she had no-provocation to do such a 
thing. 


A moment later Mrs. Saul Solomon 


knocked off the inspector's cap a sec- 
ond 'time, while others made deter- 
mined attempts to rush the cordon of 
police.

The facts as to the movement of the 


body in New York, now added to the 
details previously unearthed concern- 
ing the trip to Newark, N. J., came 
out through Arthur Logan, an ex- 
pressman, who says that at 12:30 IK 
m., on June 9, the day of the mur- 
der, a Chinaman agreeing perfectly 
with the description of Leon Ling, 
called at his office and told him that 
he wanted a. trunk carted from the top 
floor of 782 Eighth avenue to the ad- 
dress of a Chinese laundry which his 
?ntry took shows as Wah Kee, 370 
West 12Gth street. 


When Logan entered the Eighth 


avenue house, shortly afterward, he 
found Leon Ling waiting for him at 
the top of the fourth flight of stairs, 
he says. The door to his room stood 
open, but it was so dark that the 
place looked to1 the expressman like 
a cave. All the shades were drawn. 
In fact he did not see the trunk until 
he stumbled on it, but he noticed that 
the door to the adjoining room was 
ajar and that four 
Chinamen who 


wore queues were moving about In the 
obscurity.

Logan lifted the trunk, with the 


help of his regular assistant, and 
found it rather heavy.

trunk. 
Wah Kee ordered it carried 


through the laundry to the kitchen 
and sleeping roonvin the rear, where 
Logan left it..

When Luria got to the

so Luria has subsequently identified 
him, paced the street nervously while 
the trunk was being lifted to the front 
seat, and insisted that it be tightly 
lashed, lest it fall and break open. 


To the restaurant at

street, Newark, he had been told to 
drive and when he arrived there at 2 
o'clock in the morning of June 10, Li 
Sing, the proprietor, met him at the 
door and helped him carry the trunk 
to a rear room. He was paid and 
drove back to New York. 


The foregoing facts accounting for 


the removal oi the body came'out for 
the first time Tuesday through Luria.

•Mr. 
Tillamn responded that he did 


not propose to be caught advocating j 
a bounty. 
He would not accept a 


bounty, he said, if a dollar a pound 
was offered. He was not seeking any 
selfish advantages for South Carolina 
but wanted to benefit the entire1 coun- 
try. 


The amendment was debated 
at 


considerable length, but was voted 
down by the senate 55 to IS. 


To more clearly map out the cam- 


paign entered upon, Senator 'Aldrich 
said that the finance committee had 
determined that the ordering of amend- 
ments to the schedules of the tariff 
bill while in committe of the whole, 
should not continue any further at 
this time as they could have been 
brought forward by senators after tho 
bill had reached the senate jn a par- 
liamentary sense. 
To give force to 


that purpose, he said, he would move 
to lay on the table any other amend- 
ments that might be offered at this 
Ume.

I looked.at Moltke, who sat ' 
quietly on his horse and did not seem 
to be- disturbed by what was going on 
around us. I thought I would test 
whether he was really as calm as he 
appeared, I rode up to him and asked 
him whether I might offer him a cigar, 
since- I noticed he was not smoking. 
He replied that he would be glad if I 
had one to spare. 1 presented to him 
my open case, In -which there were 
only two cigars, one a very good Ha- 
vana and the other of rather poor qual- 
ity. Moltke iQickcd at them and. even 
handled them with great atteutlon In 
order to ascertain their relative value 
and tbeu with slow deliberation chose 
the Havana. 'Very good,1 he said com- 
posedly. This reassured me very much. 
I thought if Moltke can bestow so 
much time and attention upon the 
choice between two cigars things can- 
not be very bad. Indeed, a few min- 
utes later we heard the crown prince's 
guns.- we observed unsteady and con- 
fused movements on the Austrian posi- 
tions, and the battle was won."—Carl 
Schurz in McClure's.

An Emperor'* Death Hattehed by R«- 


hearsing His Own Funeral. 


Emperor Charles V. of Spain brought 


about his death by rehearsing'his owt\ 
funeral. For the Inur two years of his 
life, offer realuniiip tho scepter of 
Spain and the Netherlands to his son 
Philip In 1550. Charles retired to the 
monastery of Yusto, In Estremndura, 
and there lived a cloister life hi dose 
Intercourse with the monks, devoting 
much time to religious exerdfiea. Dur- 
ing this period, prompted, Jt may he, by 
the example of Cardinal de la SliU'ck, 
who for several-years before Ills death, 
In 1D28. had annually rehearsed h|s 
own obsequies, the omperor, In the 
ummer of 1558, formed tho resolution 
to celebrate his own funeral before he 
died. 


Accordingly, on Aug. 30 of thiit year, 


the grim farce was carried out with 
the most elaborate ceremonial: The Im- 
perial domestics marched 'with black 
tapes la their hands, nnd the emperor, 
clad In sable weeds, himself followed, 
wearing his shroud: -"While the solemn 
mass for the dead was Bung before the 


tr'alUir In the 'dftthedrul" Charles 


gave up Ills taper to the priest, typify- 
ing thereby his resignation of life; nnd 
was solemnly laid his coffin. The cere- 
mony closed with sprinkling holy wa- 
ter on his.body; then, all the attend- 
ants retiring, the doors were shut, nnrt 
Charles rose from his narrow bed and 
withdrew to his private apartment. 


The damping of the gravculothca In- 


duced a chill, which, aided no doubt by 
the mental depression caused by the 
grewaome ceremony, Induced a fever 
which ended In his death three weeks 
later, on the 21st of September, 1C58.
